Belleville Menards open at last 


The new Belleville Menards Mega Store, 
located at 10010 Belleville Road, north of 
Walmart, finally opened for business on 
Tuesday, after years of delays. 

In 2012, the store was planned for the N. 
I-94 Service Drive west of Belleville Road, 
but those plans fell through. After a wait of 
several years, Menards was planned for the 
site north of Walmart and the opening date 
was announced as February 2016.

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VBT votes to join in opioid litigation run by Sommers Schwartz

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees voted unanimously at its June 
19 meeting to pass an Opioid Litigation 
Resolution and authorize Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara to execute an agreement with 
Sommers Schwartz law firm to represent 
the township. 

Clerk Leon Wright was absent and 
excused from the meeting. 

At the March 5 work/study session 
the board got an overview of a multi- 
jurisdictional law suit spearheaded by 
Sommers Schwartz being brought against 
opioid pharmaceutical companies and 
opioid retailers. 

After the proposed original agreement 
was redone by Northville Township it was 
more appealing to Van Buren Township 
and brought back to the board. 

Supervisor McNamara said Northville 
and Van Buren are accepting the newer 
version and Canton and Livonia agreed to 
the old agreement. 

The resolution declares the unlawful 
distribution of prescription controlled 
substances has created a public nuisance 
and serious public health and safety crisis 
for the citizens of Van Buren. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said when 
McNamara came to office, she asked him 
to address the opioid crisis and he was 
appointed to the Wayne County Mental 
Health Authority Board and got Narcan for 
the township police and fire departments. 
“Now this,” she said. 

“There are board members who have lost 
family members to this,” Trustee Miller 
said. “This crisis has got to end.” 

Trustee Paul White asked about how the 
attorneys would be paid and was told they 
will get contingency expenses and one 
third of the settlement. 

Supervisor McNamara said the last law 
suit like this was against cigarettes and the 
state said it would take care of everything. 

“We got zero,” he said of the counties and 
municipalities. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-45- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Heard a presentation by Plante Moran 
on the final 2017 audit of all township 
funds and then approved the audit; 

e Approved the first reading of the 
rezoning of parcels on the 100-year-old 
Harold Smith Farm in Denton from R1- 
C, single-family residential, to M-1, light 
industrial, to make way for a research and 
development complex. The second and 
final reading of the rezoning will be at the 
next meeting of the board on July 17; 

e Concurred with the township Downtown 
Development Authority to approve the 
DDA paying $25,000 in the Detroit Region 
Aerotropolis dues for 2018. The dues had 


been unbudgeted; 

e Heard an update on the R.E.ALL. 
Summer Youth Program from Human 
Resources Director Nicole Sumpter. She 
said 44 applicants submitted videos via 
You Tube and 12 will be camp counselors, 
18 community ambassadors, 3 dropped 
out, and 11 were not accepted. They have 
all kinds of assignments and opportunities 
to learn, with a Project Management and 
Leadership event of building a cardboard 
boat and rowing it across the pool on July 
31 at the Holiday Inn Express. Sumpter 
said everyone is invited to witness the 
feat. Last year township department 
directors directed the program. This year 
the township hired four college students to 
direct; 

e Approved an agreement for O'Neal 
Construction to lease office space from 
the Belleville Area Museum for use as a 
construction office during the construction 
of the new Belleville District Library. The 
office space is in the old fire hall behind the 
library and is 260 square feet. The rental 
term is $400 per month, by the 7th of 
each month, for 20 months. It includes all 
utilities except internet. In addition, Dean 
Kokkales, O'Neal construction manager, 
personally included repairs to the decaying 
brickwork of the museum at the end of the 
project, a value of no less than $2,000; 

e Was informed the township offices will 
be closed on July 4 and the only township 
board meeting in July will be on July 17; 

e Heard Trustee Miller thank Wayne 
County Commissioner Al Haidous for 
addressing the safety of the Huron River 
Drive bridge over the Huron River. He had 
the fallen cement pieces cleaned up and 
announced it would be repaired in 2020. 
Trustee Sherry Frazier said Haidous did 
say he would give the township a list of 
roadwork to be done each year. “He didn’t 
honor that,” Miller said; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier ask when the EPA 
public meeting for the Wayne Disposal 
liner modification was to be held. The 
Independent has a second notice of that 
meeting in today’s paper: It is July 19 at 
6:30 p.m. at the VBT board room; 

e Heard Trustee Frazier voice concerns 
about the township’s inability to control 
the developer in Cobblestone Ridge. This 
is the development that has all the open 
basements. VBT has issued tickets for 
uncut grass and hired a contractor to cut 
the grass. Trustee Miller also noted there 
are large bales of hay covered with blue 
tarps that have been there since winter 
and is a place for rodents. Construction 
is at a snail’s pace, Frazier said. “This 
has been going on for so long... and these 
are $300,000 homes in there,” Frazier 
said. McNamara suggested Miller and 
Frazier form a subcommittee to see if they 


can come up with better results than the 
township. Miller replied, “Just because 
you don’t like our questions ... You want to 


throw a subcommittee together ... You need 
to correspond with us. A subcommittee at

this point? Don't be ridiculous! 


Belleville City Council supports 
grant assistance for museum

At a 15-minute meeting of the Belleville 
City Council on June 18, a bare quorum 
handled four agenda items quickly and 
then adjourned. 

Present were Mayor Pro Tem Jack 
Loria, Councilmen Jesse Marcotte and 
Councilman Tom Fielder. Absent were 
Mayor Kerreen Conley and Councilman 
Tom Smith. 

Councilman Fielder, who is president 
of the Belleville Historical Society, said 
the museum wants to be joined together 
with the old fire hall behind it with a glass 
connection to display large items. 

Fielder said Museum Director Katie 
Dallos has been working on a grant 
available through the Michigan Council 
for the Arts and Cultural Affairs and 
the township has agreed to provide the 
matching funds. 

Fielder said the museum, owned by Van 
Buren Township, is seeking the support of 
Belleville and Sumpter and others to be 
partners for the grant. 

The council unanimously approved a 
letter of support for grant assistance. 

(Actually, just a few hours earlier at the 
Van Buren Township work/study session, 
Dallos had presented the proposal to apply 
for a $50,000 grant, with VBT matching 
that amount for a $100,000 total for the 
addition, but VBT Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara said they have no money for 
the matching funds yet. No action was 
taken on the proposal at the work/study 
session.) 

In other business at the June 18 meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved the partial closing of High 
Street for the annual Grace Baptist Church 
picnic from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. on July 4. 
Pastor Robert White asked if it was all 
right for church members to park next to 
the library construction on Roys Street 
when no construction was going on and 
he was told it was all right. City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer said the church also has 
been given permission to allow parking 
along the yellow line in front of the church 
during library construction; 

e Approved the tax rate provided by 
Wayne County, per the Headlee Rollback, 
of 16.7905 mills to be levied July 1, down 
from last year’s rate of 16.9362 mills; 


e Approved amendments for the 2017-18 
budget, as recommended by Kelly Howey 
of Plante Moran, who works in the city’s 
finance office. The total budget did not 
change, but numbers were moved around 
within it. The fund balance remains at 
$1,166,115; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$151,192.12 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Supreme Detailing, 
$10,464.42 for police vehicle #218; to 
Hennessey Engineers, $7,020.89 for 
underground review for new library (paid 
from Library Escrow Account); to Supreme 
Detailing for $3,626 for police vehicle 
#218A; to Blue Ribbon Contracting, 
$3,205 for sewer repair; to Fire CATT, 
$2,846 for fire equipment testing; to Dell 
Marketing, $2,674.74, for laptop computer 
for police vehicle #218; to Digital-Ally, 
$2,625 for camera for police vehicle #218; 
to TNT Tree Service, $1,750 for hazardous 
tree removal; to CDW Government, $890 
for router for police vehicle #218; to 
Metro Environmental, $595 to clear sewer 
blockage; and to R&R Fire Truck Repair, 
$524.15 for repair of truck #453; 

e Heard City Manager Kollmeyer say a 
police officer lost his brother that week and 
they should all keep him in their thoughts 
and prayers; and 

e Heard Mayor Pro Tem Loria say there 
is no place you can legally set off fireworks 
within the City of Belleville and residents 
should call the police if they hear fireworks 
within the city. He said it’s a matter of 
safety.

To the editor: 

At Belleville High School football 
games, a cheer often heard was “I’m from 
Belleville, who can be prouder, everyone 
from Belleville stand up and Holler!” Then 
people from Belleville, Sumpter and Van 
Buren would stand up and cheer exhibiting 
a “community spirit.” 

Besides at high school football games this 
“Community Spirit” has existed throughout 
the Belleville (Belleville, Sumpter and 
Van Buren) area as far as I can remember. 
When asked where one is from, they would 
proudly say “Belleville,” knowing well 
that “Belleville” people were from City 
of Belleville, Sumpter Township, and Van 
Buren Township. 

VBT Clerk Leon Wright’s recent 
unilateral action (in a recent conversation, 
Wright kept using the word “T’) in 
initiating the 48111-mailing address 
from Belleville to Van Buren Township 
attacks this “community spirit.” Thanks 
to the apparent ego of a politician, this 
“Community Spirit” and identification is 
facing irreparable harm. 

Sumpter Township hearing from its 
citizens has drafted and passed a resolution 
and forwarded it to the U.S. Postal Service.

11 trucks a day coming 
from Luckey site in Ohio 


June 21, 2018 
Hello from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers Buffalo District: 

The district will begin shipping 
contaminated soil from the Luckey 
FUSRAP Site for disposal at the US 
Ecology, Wayne Disposal Facility in 
Belleville next week. The safety of the 
workers and the community, as well as the 
protection of the environment, continues to 
be our highest priority for the project. 

Materials that are being transported 
for disposal are loaded into flexible 
bulk packages inside hard-sided roll-off 
containers. The flexible bulk packages 
will be sealed when full, and a tarp will 
be placed over the containers before they 
leave the site. The exterior of the waste 
transportation vehicles and containers 
will be surveyed prior to leaving the site 
to ensure that they are not inadvertently 
spreading contaminated materials off-site. 

Trucks will be transporting one roll-off 
container each, which will contain 15 tons 
of contaminated soil. It is estimated that 11 
trucks will leave the site per day during full 
operation. Truck drivers will be briefed on 
the transportation route, speed limits, and 
procedures to be followed at the disposal 
facility before their truck leaves the site.

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School Board lays off BHS math teacher due to declining enrollment

At Monday’s regular meeting of the Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education, 
the board approved the layoff of one high 
school math teacher because of fewer 
students. 

“With the expectation that enrollment 
will continue to decline, even slightly, we 
have looked at our high school numbers 
and find that we will not need all of the 
math teachers currently employed at 
BHS,” wrote Abdul Madyun, director of 
Human Resources. 

Madyun did not attend Monday 's meeting, 
so School Supt. Pete Kudlak presented the 
agenda item. 

Supt. Kudlak said the smaller classes are 
advancing to the high school now. Blended 
student count in 2016-17 was 4,699 and 
2017-18 was 4,645. 

A notice of layoff as of June 30 was to 
be sent to David Mahoney, who was hired 
to teach high school math in August, 2017. 

In other business at Monday 's meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved the 2017-18 amended budget 
and the 2018-19 proposed budget, as 
discussed in the June 18 public hearing. 
School Board President Keith Johnston 
said the assumptions for the new budget 
are conservative; 

e Had a presentation on the proposed 
Sinking Fund Budget use for the next three 
years. The Sinking Fund brings in between 
$750,000-$950,000 per year. Projects 
worth $931,000 are scheduled this year, 
$780,000 in 2019, and $1.2 million in 2020. 
The Sinking Fund was approved by voters 
in November 2015. Besides other projects, 
in the upcoming year all schools except 
BHS will get security card swipe/access 
control and replacement of classroom 
hardware with Securitec hardware; 

e Had an update on the Savage School 
boiler replacement, which will have to 
be done by opening the roof because the 
boiler is on a mezzanine in the middle of 
the school. A crane will be used to remove 
the old boiler and install the two smaller 
boilers planned. Bids on the project 
will be opened later this week and the 
work is planned to be completed before 
school starts. Cost is expected to be about 
$242,000. Tyler School has the same layout 
and so will have to be done the same way 
when the work is done in 2019; 

e Approved a six-month agreement 
with the Van Buren Association of 
School Administrators which will allow

Van Buren Public Schools Finance 
Director Shareen Barker said expenditures 
for the 2017-18 fiscal year went up when 
Wayne County sent the school district an 
invoice for $300,000. 

She told the board during its June 18 
public budget hearing that the bill resulted 
from decisions by the state tax commission 
which granted appeals on property tax 
assessments. 

Of the $300,000, she said $250,000 
was for Wayne Disposal which fought the 
value set on some property in Van Buren 
Township and won. 

The amended general fund budget for 
2017-18, was $53,722,275 in expenditures 
with a fund balance of $8,099,427 
(15.64%). Of that, $5,749,227 was 
unassigned. 

The proposed budget for the 2018-19 
school year is $54,715,365 in expenditures 
with a fund balance expected at the end of

the fiscal year of $5,481,882 (10.52%). Of 
that, $3,131,682 is unassigned. 

The district will be using $2,617,545

The assigned fund balance holds 
$350,000 for football turf replacement in 
the future, with an addition of $50,000 at 
the end of each year; $400,200 enrollment 
reserve equaling 50 students; and $1.6 
million in funds from the Wayne County 
RESA Enhancement Millage. 

“We’re spending a lot more than we’re 
bringing in,” said board secretary Kevin 
English. 

“We would like to have from 12-15% 
fund balance,” she said. 

The property tax millage rate for 2018- 
19 will be: State Education Tax, 6 mills; 
Ad Valorem (Operating), 18 mills; 
Commercial Personal Property, 6 mills; 
Debt Retirement, 2.98 mills; and Building 
and Site Sinking Fund, 0.4917 (rolled back 
from the original 0.5 mills by Headlee). 


Barker said the state foundation allowance 
is expected to increase by $225 per student, 
which would bring in $1,045,125 more this 
year. 

She pointed out that the district lost 
1,713 students in the last 11 years, but it is 
starting to level off. 

There was a 6,358 blended student count 
in the 2006-07 school year and there are 
now 4,645 in the 2017-18 year.

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Environmental Commission gets update on lake drawdown

On June 20, in its first meeting since 
February, the Van Buren Township 
Environmental Commission received an 
update on the proposed Belleville Lake 
drawdown, set for 2019. 

Matthew Best, who with his environmental 
background had been assigned to the 
Environmental Commission, was not 
present, but sent a brief written report on 
the subject. 

Since Best was promoted to the position 
of director of public services and began that 
job in January, he has been extremely busy 
and had cancelled the last three monthly 
Environmental Commission meetings. 

Filling in for him on June 20 was Ron 
Akers, director of planning and economic 
development. 

In February the commission agreed there 
were no serious environmental concerns 
with the drawdown and recommended the 
board approve it. In the February minutes it 
was noted the drawdown recommendation 
would be on the township board’s next 
agenda. 

The item is yet to be back on the township 
board agenda. 

Best’s report said since the Environmental 
Commission recommended the lake 
drawdown for 2019, his department has 
been working on the next steps of the 
process. 

Before presenting it to the township board, 
he said his department has to meet with 
Eagle Valley, the dam operator to determine 
the necessary permits, coordinate with 
the Huron River Dam Network, develop 
a public outreach/participation program 
to set up volunteers and to disseminate 
information about the drawdown to lake 
residents and businesses, and determine 
feasibility of the lake drawdown. 

Best reported they have met with the 
Huron Valley Dam Network and reported 
the desire for a drawdown and was to meet 
with the dam operator on June 22. 

He said after that they would do the 
last two items, meeting with township 
engineers to determine the feasibility of a 
drawdown. 

Commission Chairman Dave Brownlee 
asked Director Akers if the township had a

deadline or a target date? 

Akers said he was not sure, but it would 
depend on the process and how long it took 
to get everything in place. 

“When and if the township gives the go- 
ahead, there will be more discussion on 
this commission. Once it's set,” Brownlee 
said. 

Brownlee said he had been studying 
details of a drawdown and seawall 
contractors told him they don’t care if the 
water is drawn down or not. They work 
anytime, he said. 

He said the township has to learn what 
five feet of water removed from the lake 
means to Sandy’s Marina. Getting input 
from Sandy’s was also discussed in 
February. He also said individuals can’t 
remove trees or stumps without a permit. 

Township Trustee Paul White, who is 
liaison to the commission, said lowering 
the lake will take pressure off the seawalls. 

Brownlee said most of the damage 
would come if the water level was down 
in the winter. He said contractors didn’t 
perceive problems if the water was down 
for a couple of weeks. He said they need 
to prepare a fact sheet to give to the public. 

Brownlee said there is potentially more 
information to come. 

In other business in the 45-minute meeting, 
the commission discussed Commissioner 
Tony Gibson’s concerns with Cadillac 
Asphalt because a large amount of asphalt 
is stored next to a gully with the water from 
that emptying into Belleville Lake. 

Commissioner Gibson was unable to 
attend the meeting because of a death in 
the family, but he had the item placed on 
the agenda. He has studied satellite photos

and he thinks the township should discuss 
with the company its containment system, 
concerning the rainwater coming off the 
piles of asphalt, which is carcinogenic. 

Akers said the stream from this area runs 
through Van Buren Park and enters the lake 
near the beach, which is tested regularly. 
He said he would look into the situation 
and that testing data is on a website. 

Akers said that stream runs from Willow 
Run through what was Tyler Dam. YCUA 
discharges treated water into the stream 
and it enters the north side of Van Buren 
Park. 

Brownlee said there was a brief agenda 
that evening, but he is glad they had 
an agenda at all, after all the meeting 
cancellations. 

He said there are questions on the 
drawdown, such as what MDEQ requires, 
and a lot of other questions and issues.

Brownlee said he’s sure in the future 
someone will come up with something 
to deal with milfoil in a lake with a river 
running through it. They haven’t found a 
good way to deal with it yet. 

Debuck said he recently saw an island of 
weeds, 100’ wide, moving down the lake. 

Brownlee said he didn’t get the coal tar 
pamphlet that was supposed to be put in 
the spring water bill.

She said the library is working with 
the Cozadd Board on the conditions of 
the grant, but she looks forward to the 
future partnership with Rotary, including 
the ability to offer joint programming and 
speakers. 

Suchy said over the years the Rotary 
has partnered with the library, including 
a $25,000 challenge grant to build the 
current library’s addition, the purchase 
of children’s picture books and easy 
readers, funding for the first public internet 
computers, transferring the library’s local 
newspaper collection to microfilm, the 
Civil War research project, and annual 
donations of books to the library in honor 
of the Rotary Club’s guest speakers. 

The construction of the new library was 
discussed at length at the meeting, with 
focus on the delay of work because of a gas 
line that serves the current library that has 
to be moved. The temporary line to serve 
the present library is expected to be put 
on top of a new sewage line that has been 
delayed waiting for an approval from the 
county. 

The board unanimously approved a 
motion that gave the building committee 
the ability to approve the steel bids that 
were due to be opened on June 14 or to 
schedule a 7:30 p.m., June 26, special 
meeting of the board if that were necessary. 
[Later in the week, the structural steel bids 
timeframe was extended and they bids will 
be opened at the library at noon on June 
22.] 

The board discussed concerns about the 
price of structural steel since tariffs on 
foreign steel is looming, which could drive 
U.S. steel prices up. 

It was noted the entire footprint for the 
building is not entirely excavated. The 
DTE subcontractor was seen beginning 
work on relocation of overhead utility 
lines. The board sent a check to DTE a year 
ago for the work. 

It was reported the final drawings have 
been submitted to the city. 

Building Committee chairwoman Joy 
Cichewicz said the committee met with 
Sumpter Township representatives on the 
Sumpter hexagon building that was being 
upgraded to hold the new library media 


center. 

She said an architect with Sumpter's 
engineers, Hennessey, drew up an outside 
design, “which made the building look 
pleasant.” And, the architect learned the 
HVAC system needs to be looked at some 
more. 

Cichewicz said the new design will be 
using masonry to match the rest of the 
Sumpter Township buildings, which she 
described as “face brick.” Sumpter also 
agreed to having a single restroom in the 
building. 

“We will have a future meeting when 
they have more design,” she said, noting 
no timeframe has been given. 

“It’s not on track for an Oct. 1 occupancy,” 
said architect Dan Whisler, referring to a 
recent estimate. He said the library was 
planning to replace all the windows in the 
hexagon building being renovated and they 
will have to discuss that with the Sumpter 
architect who is concentrating on the 
outside design. 

In other business at the one-hour-and- 
30-minute meeting on June 12, the library 
board: 

e Held a public hearing on the 2018-19

Judge Green binds over 


Keegan Delaney, 18, on 
armed robbery charges

After a preliminary examination with 
three witnesses on June 20, Chief 34th 
District Court Judge Tina Brooks Green 
bound Keegan Maguire Delaney, who 
recently turned 18, over to circuit court for 
a July 18 arraignment on the information. 

Delaney is charged with two counts of 
armed robbery in the April 9 robbery at 
gunpoint of two 10-year-old boys in a park 
at Belleville Manor mobile home park, 
8701 Belleville Road. 

Delaney, who was a Belleville High 
School student at the time of the robbery, 
is accused of being the get-away driver. 
Two juveniles were arrested for the actual 
robbery and a third taken in without 
charges. Their cases are being handled in 
juvenile court. 

The two young victims were the first 
witnesses to testify before Judge Green. 

The first one said he asked his mother if 
he could go to the house of his friend, who 
was also 10 at the time. They were walking 
to the friend’s house together when two 
black males and a white male approached 
them. 

The three teenagers stopped the boys and 
asked if they had any drugs for sale, the 
witness said. They said no. 

“One of the black males asked to use my 


phone to call his mom and ... I said no,” the 
witness said. 

The white male pulled a gun from inside 
his pants, the witness testified. 

“It didn’t look real. He pulled the trigger 
and nothing came out ... He pointed it at 
(my friend).” 

He testified that the white male searched 
his friend by digging through his pockets 
and took his friend’s phone. When his 
friend told him the phone had a tracker, the 
white male threw it on the ground. 

The witness said one of the black males, 
who had a gun, took his phone. 

“He had a gun and I was trying not to get 
shot in my stomach,” where the gun was 
placed against him, he said. 

The witness said the three left with his 
phone and got into a black and grey Dodge 
Challenger with tinted windows and drove 
away. He identified Delaney as the driver 
of the car. 

He testified that he felt scared and he 
thought they might accidentally shoot him. 

“I could have died,” he testified. 

Defense attorney Steve Schwartz pointed 
out his client was in a red Jeep with a lady 
for 20 minutes and came over to the car 
before driving away. 

“He had no confrontation with you,” 
Schwartz said, and the witness said that 
was true. 

The second witness said he was 10 at the 
time of the robbery, but has since turned 
11. He also testified they were on the way 
to his house and stopped at the park. He 
said his friend got robbed and a gun was 
pulled on his friend by one person, a white,

Drinking water quality is important to our community and the region. Sumpter Twp and the Great Lakes Water Authority 
(GLWA) are committed to meeting state and federal water quality standards including the Lead and Copper Rule. With 
the Great Lakes as our water source and proven treatment technologies, the GLWA consistently delivers safe drinking 
water to our community. Sumpter Twp operates the system of water mains that carry this water to your home’s service 
line. This years Water Quality Report highlights the performance of GLWA and Sumpter Twp water professionals in 
delivering some of the nation’s best drinking water. Together, we remain committed to protecting public health and 
maintaining open communication with the public about our drinking water. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Drinking water, including bottled water, may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts of some 
contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a health risk. More 
information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by calling the Environmental Protection 
Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at (800-426-4791). 


The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, 
springs, and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally-occurring 
minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and can pick up substances resulting from the presence of animals 
or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment plants, septic 
systems, agricultural livestock operations, and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result from urban 
storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, urban storm water 
runoff, and residential uses. 


Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are by-products of industrial 
processes and petroleum production, and can also come from gas stations, urban storm water runoff and 
septic systems. 


Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas production and 
mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the amount of certain 
contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug Administration (FDA) regulations 
establish limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must provide the same protection for public health. 


The vulnerability of some populations to contaminants in drinking water. 


Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than is the general population. Immuno- 
compromised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ 
transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some elderly, and infants can be particularly at 
risk from infections.

LEAD 


Safe drinking water is a shared responsibility. The water that GLWA delivers to our community does not contain lead. 
Lead can leach into drinking water through home plumbing fixtures, and in some cases, customers service lines. 
Corrosion control reduces the risk of lead and copper from leaching into your water. Orthophosphates are added during 
the treatment process as a corrosion control method to create a protective coating in service pipes throughout the 
system, including your home or business. Sumpter Township performs required lead and copper sampling and testing 
in our community. Water customers also have a responsibility to maintain the plumbing in their homes and businesses, 
and can take steps to limit their exposure to lead. 


Infants and young children are typically more vulnerable to lead in drinking water than the general population. It is 
possible that lead levels at your home may be higher than at other homes in the community as a result of materials 
used in your home’s plumbing. If you are concerned about elevated lead levels in your home’s water, you may wish to 
have your water tested and flush your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using tap water.

limit.” 

He identified Delaney as the driver of 
the car. 

Defense attorney Schwartz cross- 
examined the second boy witness and the 
boy agreed Delaney didn’t do anything to 
him. The boy agreed Delaney got out of 
the red Jeep after about 20 minutes, talked 
to the three teens, and then got in the 
Challenger. He identified Delaney as the 
driver because he could see him through 
the front window. 

The final witness was Van Buren 
Township Police Sgt. Jeff Stanton, who 
was a detective at the time of the robbery 
and the officer in charge of the case. 

Sgt. Stanton testified that he interviewed 
Delaney on April 25 in the police interview 
room. He went through the procedure of 
reading Delaney his Miranda Rights and 
Delaney waived the right to an attorney. 

Delaney’s signed statement was entered 
as exhibit #1 in the case. In the statement 
Delaney said he was hanging out and his 
ex’s mom pulled up and he got in her car 
and talked to her for a while and then he 
wanted to leave. He saw his two friends 
coming toward him and they said, “Let’s 
go. Go. Go. Drive.” 

The statement said they told him they 
took one of the kid’s phones and pointed a 
gun at him and, “I said we needed to give 
it back.” 

But he said he was in a hurry because 
he needed to drop off a friend in Belleville 
and then another to get his clothes for work 
and then take him to work. 

He said, at last, when he went home to 
Ypsilanti, he found a BB gun under the seat 
and took it back to the owner. 

He said he had no intentions to do wrong. 
He gave police permission to search his 
phone. 

The Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
made a motion to bind Delaney over for 
trial and defense attorney Schwartz said 
his client could be charged with accessory 
after the fact, at best. He said Delaney was 
talking to someone in another car and then 
went straight to his car. He didn’t know 
what had happened, Schwartz said. 

The prosecutor said it was clear he 
agreed to be part of an armed obbery and 
at the very minimum it was accessory after 
the fact. He said when he later finds the 
weapon he gives the person back his gun 
instead of turning it over to the police. 

Judge Green bound Delany over to the 
higher court for trial. He is free on $10,000 
personal recognizance bond.

Overall General 
Revenue outweighed expenditures by $1.949 


million at year end with a current General Fund 
fund balance of $7.929 million. Going forward 
the Township will need to remain focused 
on LDFA bond payments which will exceed 
taxes captured within the district in mid-2019 
and continue to monitor OPEB (Other Post 
Employment Benefits) obligations in accordance 
with Public Act 202 of 2017. Current Township 
pension liability is funded at 72% which exceeds 
the recommended 60% threshold established 
under Act 202. Board members discussed the 
efforts made to fund OPEB liabilities, currently at 
11.3%, with several Board members expressing 
a desire to increase the amount currently being 
dedicated. Supervisor McNamara explained that 
dedicated OPEB funding efforts are consistent 
with other municipalities, additional funding is 
being placed in a Long-Term debt fund and that 
placing too much into the OPEB fund could be 
risky in the event the State of Michigan seized all 
municipal OPEB funds. Further discussion will 
occur during the Budget Preparation Meetings in 
August.

Where does my water come from? 


Your source water comes from the Detroit River, situated within the Lake St. Clair, and several watersheds within U.S. 
and Canada. The Michigan Department of Environmental Quality in partnership the Detroit Water and Sewerage 
Department and several other governmental agencies performed a source water assessment in 2004 to determine the 
susceptibility or relative potential of contamination. The susceptibility rating is on a seven-tiered scale from "very low” to 
“very high” based primarily on geologic sensitivity, water chemistry, and contamination sources. The susceptibility of our 
Detroit River source water intakes were determined to be highly susceptible to potential contamination. However, all 
four Detroit water treatment plants that use source water from Detroit River have historically provided satisfactory 
treatment of this source water to meet drinking water standards. 


GLWA initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill response, and a mercury 
reduction program. GLWA participates in a National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System permit discharge program 
and has an emergency response management plan. GLWA voluntarily developed and receive approval in 2016 for a 
source water protection program (SWIPP) for the Detroit River intakes. The programs includes seven elements that 
include the following: roles and duties of government units and water supply agencies, delineation of a source water 
protection area, identification of potential of source water protection area, management approaches for protection, 
contingency plans, siting of new sources and public participation and education. 


Sumpter Twp and the Great Lakes Water Authority are committed to safeguarding our water supply and delivering the 
highest quality drinking water to protect public health.

Judge Parrott binds 


‘homeless’ 17-year-old 
defendant over for trial

At 34th District Court on June 6, Dontao 
Eugene Cavins, 17, waived his preliminary 
exam by video from the Wayne County Jail 
where he was being lodged on $5,000/10% 
bond. 

Judge David Parrott scheduled him for a 
June 13 arraignment on the information in 
the warrant and police report at the Frank 
Murphy Hall of Justice. 

Cavins is charged with unlawful driving 
away of a motor vehicle, larceny in a 
building, and unlawful use of a motor 
vehicle in Sumpter Township on May 20. 

His court-appointed attorney said this was 
Cavins’ first felony offense and the car was 
recovered and belonged to a family member. 
He asked for his client to get personal bond 
so he wouldn’t have to spend any more time 
in the Wayne County Jail, “which is not a 
good place for a 17 year old.” 

But the Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
said Cavins has had numerous contacts with 
the police and is homeless, “So I don’t 
know where he would go ... literally he 
would be on the street.” The prosecutor also 
said $5,000/10% bond is pretty reasonable. 

“T have a place to stay,” Cavins called out 
through the video. 

“If he were at Dickerson it would be 
different,’ the defense attorney said 
referring to another county jail site. “But 
he’s in the Wayne County Jail with robbers 
and killers and he’s only 17.” 

Judge Parrott referred Cavins to pretrial 
services for a bond review and continued 
the bond as set. 

The arraignment on the information was 
held June 13 and a plea was considered. A 
disposition conference was set for June 26. 

James Robert Bullock 

James Robert Bullock, 49, did not show 
up for his probable cause conference and 
so Judge Parrott signed a bench warrant for 
his arrest. Bullock had been out on personal 
recognizance bond of $10,000 and that was 
revoked. 

Bullock is charged with operating with a 
high blood alcohol content, fleeing police in 
a vehicle, driving while license suspended- 
2nd and ORV-open intoxicants on June 13, 
2016 in Sumpter Township. 

On June 20, he was brought before Judge 
Tina Brooks Green from the Wayne County 
Jail and he waived his preliminary exam. He 
is due for an arraignment on the information 
at circuit court on June 27. 

Matthew Ramiro Sanchez 

Matthew Ramiro Sanchez, 34, had his 
preliminary exam adjourned until June 20 
on a charge of operating while intoxicated- 
3rd in Belleville on May 2. He is free after 
posting $10,000/10% bond. His retained 
attorney is Theodore Metry but another 
lawyer stood in for Metry at that court 
session.

On June 20, Metry asked for an 
adjournment so he could apply for Sobriety 
Court and get the charges reduced and 
Judge Green adjourned his next court date 
to July 11. 

Kirsten Kathleen Flatley 

Kirsten Kathleen Flatley told Judge Parrott 
she has just hired attorney Jim Murray 
and so her probable cause conference was 
adjourned to June 13 and her preliminary 
exam to June 20. Judge Parrott told her the 
file shows she needs to be fingerprinted 
so she should go to the Belleville Police 
Department for that. 

She is charged with unlawful use in the 
City of Belleville. 

Jason Edward Barnes 

Jason Edward Barnes, 43, is facing two 
charges of false report or threat of terrorism 
and two charges of assaulting or obstructing 
a public officer at the 34th District Court 
in Romulus on March 19. Barnes is lodged 
in the Wayne County Jail on bond of 
$100,000/10%. 

His new, court-appointed attorney Regina 
Triplett told Judge Parrott that her client has 
a history of mental illness and in 2002 was 
found incompetent to stand trial in a case. 

She said she did not have the opportunity 
to talk to her client because Barnes did not 
come to the video camera to talk to her. She 
said the deputy put him in a psych unit. 

He was not present in Judge Parrott’s 
courtroom although he was sought to be 
there via video. 

Triplett said Romulus Police Officer 
Hussein Farhat spoke of a video, but no 
one knows where the video is. She said she 
doesn’t know what the issue is. 

She said in a note from the Prosecutor, 
the court was asked to recuse itself and it 
was denied. 

She said the incident occurred during 


video arraignment and she wants the video 
of that. 

Judge Parrott said as far as he knows there 
is no recorded videos of arraignments. He 
suggested she check with court administrator 
Al Hindman and, “I could give you an order 
if it exists ... I m pretty sure it isn’t retained 
.. Alan Hindman could certify one way or 
the other,” Judge Parrott said. 

The incident happened before Judge Brian 
Oakley and he recused himself from the 
case. Judge Tina Brooks Green also recused 
herself, so Judge Parrott is the only judge 
left in the court who isn’t recused. 

Defense attorney Triplett said she wants 
the opportunity to go face to face with her 
client and maybe she could wait a couple of 
days and try again. She asked again about a 
motion to recuse the court. 

Judge Parrott said what he understands is 
that Barnes is alleged to have made threats 
against Judge Oakley and the prosecutor 
and possibly an officer. Judge Parrott said 
he was given the opportunity for a recusal 
order, but there is no reason to recuse 
himself and he is obligated to take the case. 

“You can file a motion and if I were to 
deny, you have the right to appeal to Judge 
Green. She already recused herself,” Judge 
Parrott said. “I don’t know if it was a blanket 
recusal request. I haven’t seen a motion. If 
you want to make a motion ...” 

“Is Judge Green’s recusal on record?” 
Triplett asked and Judge Parrott said he 
didn’t know. 

“Am I the last judge standing?” he asked. 
“I am,” he answered himself. 

“I want to talk to my client and tell him 
my intention,” Triplett said, asking for an 
adjournment for two weeks. 

Judge Parrott said since they have a 
rotation of cases at the court among the 
three judges, he adjourned the probable 
cause conference for three weeks, until June 
27, and the preliminary exam for another 
three weeks until July 18.

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convicted of various misdemeanors including 
drinking and driving, domestic violence, 
assault and controlled substance cases and 
are awaiting sentencing. 

On May 16, Kristin McComb and her 
attorney Seth Goldner had agreed to take part 
in the procedure. 

McComb said she was arrested March 
18 in Huron Township after celebrating St. 
Patrick’s Day with friends. They used Uber 
and Lyft to get from bar to bar and then they 
went back to her friend’s house and they 
drank lots of water and ate. When her friend 
told her she was going to bed, McComb 
said she thought she was OK to drive home. 
She wasn’t and got pulled over shortly after 
midnight. 

She said she had been pulled over seven 
years ago for drunk driving. She said she has 
been going to Alcoholics Anonymous and 
has not had a drink since the last incident. 

She explained that she started drinking 
at about 18 or 19 years old and a lot of her 
friends, who were older, were drinkers. There 
was peer pressure. Both her parents were 
drinking and “I thought that’s what you did,” 
she said. “As you can see I had to learn the 
hard way.” 

She said in 2010 when she was 36, her dad 
was waiting for a liver transplant to keep him 
alive and the match didn’t show up. 

“It’s been over five years since he died,” she 
said, adding her sister worked at a bar and she 
“helped her sister.” 

“T didn’t take the first arrest serious,” she 
told the teens. “I’m serious now.” 

She showed them her 30 days coin from AA 
and said she would get another one that day 
for 60 days. 

“I know I can do it,” she said, adding she 
has her dream job at Delta Airlines now and 
she doesn’t want to lose it. She said her career 
is based on random drug testing and, “I want 
to keep my career.” She said she worked 20 
years of her life to get this job. 

She told the teens being handcuffed and 
in jail is no fun and, “I don’t have a driver’s 
license any more.” 

Attorney Goldner said his client has a 
temporary license with strings. He said this 
session has given his client a chance to show 
she has reassessed her role in life. 

“If she screws up one more time, she’ll go 
to jail,” he said. 

The teens came out of deliberation to give 
Judge Green their recommendation on the 
sentence and the judge followed most of it. 
The defendant gave the teens a pamphlet on 
AA. 

Goldner said this session exposed his client 
and there was to be a courtesy reduction of 
fines and costs. 

Judge Green’s second defendant was 
Austin Miles who stood with his attorney 
Christopher Easthope as a new group of 
students filed into the jury box. 

Miles, 22, told his life story with a drug 
and alcohol usage problem that began in high 
school and grew a year out of high school. He 
was a football player who got a concussion in 
a game and was sidelined. Later his fiancee 
died from a drug overdose while he was out 
of town. He was in the music industry and 
there were lots of drugs, he said. 

His life spiraled out of control after he 
crashed his mother’s car and got a OWI 
charge and two months later another OWI 
charge. His mom kicked him out and he went

to stay with his dad. One day he was going to 
his friend’s house in Detroit and was pulled 
over and failed the sobriety test. He spent 
overnight in jail and had to pay to get his car 
out of impound. 

“T told my dad, and he and his girlfriend 
apologized for letting me down,” he said to 
the teens. “It was the first time I understood 
my actions affected others.” 

He checked into rehab and a halfway 
house and removed himself from training to 
become the manager of a restaurant because 
it involved the bar. He put music on hold until 
he’s sober. 

“Recovery is kind of sweet,” he said. 
“Considering how I messed up my life and 
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how many people I hurt.” He said he’s been 
sober for 90 days. 

Judge Green went over a list of drugs and 
Miles said over and over that he had taken 
that one and that one, acid twice, mushrooms, 
morphine, and more and more. 

Judge Green said she wanted the teens to 
know just what he had taken and they were 
shocked. 

He is in a transition house in Ann Arbor 
near the Big House and has applied for Ann 
Arbor Sobriety Court. 

Miles informed the judge about the 
AA young peoples groups in Ann Arbor, 
Ypsilanti, Washtenaw County, and across 
the country. Judge Green and Judge Oakley 
agreed such groups would be valuable for 
local young people. 

Attorney Easthope, a former Ann Arbor 
District Court judge, told the teens that many 
people from the same class, the same high 
school as Miles are wrestling with addiction. 

“You know somebody experimenting,” he 
said to challenge the teens, adding it could be 
a classmate or a family member. He said this 
story of what happens with drug and alcohol 
abuse is important for the students to know. 

Judge Green took the recommendation 
from the students who agreed that it made 
sense for Miles to follow his rehab programs 
in Ann Arbor since that’s where he’s living. 
She told Miles she appreciated his candor 
and laid out his sentence. 

Judge Green said Huron has been the only 
school taking part in the teen program, but 
Romulus did so in the past. She said they 
were hoping to get Belleville High School 
involved. 

This was the last Teen Tribunal at the court 
until the new school year starts in the fall.
